NIGHT. 


By a majority of four votes, G. J. 


Ott defeated E. A. Latham for muni- 
cipal judge in the city at the special 
election held Tuesday. 


This was the only office on which 


there was a contest and the interest 
of the election naturally centered in 
this fight. 


There was a light vote cast in the 


special election, and about half of 
these were cast by the women voters. 
Because there was but one set of can- 
didates for the offices of city com- 
missioners many electors did not take 
the trouble to go to the polls and 
cast their ballots for these commis- 
sioners. 


The tabulated result of the voting 


is as follows:

?. L. Moore, 237. 
H. A. Paxton, 229. 


For Municipal Judge— 


E. A. Latham, 156.

3y the provisions of the new charter 


;\lr. Gaddis is electied for the three- 


• years term, Mr. Moore for the two- 


years term and Mr. Paxton for the 
one-year term. The municipal judge 
is elected for two years. 


The new charter and plan of city 


government 
becomes 
operative to- 


morrow, the first day pf the new year, 
and the first meeting of the new city 
commission will be held in the city 
council chamber at 8 o'clock tomor- 
row night. At that time the com- 
mission will be organized by electing 
one of the commissioners as mayor 
and taking such other step for organi- 
zation as are necessary. 


It is probable that the new city com- 


mission will take immediate steps 
toward hiring a capable city manager, 


• but it will likely be some time before 


-a definite selection is made, and in 
the meantime it is probable all of- 
ficers, except members of the city 
council and board of public works, 
«nd all employes of the city will con- 
tinue in their positions until the city 
manager gets on the job and has time 
to get his forces organized. 


The members of the new city com- 


mission are all men who favored and 
-worked for the adoption of the new 
charter and who will give-their best 
•endeavor to make the new plan of city 
government a real success. They are 
confident the new plan will work to 
the best interests of the city and tax- 
payers and fiiat once the city affairs 
can be arranged and handled in the 
same way as the business affairs of 
any large corporation, the whole plan 
of city government will be brought 
closer home to each taxpayer and 
that each individual will feel a keener 
interest in municipal affairs. 


However;- the process of changing 


from the old, cumbersome way of con- 
ducting the city's business to the new 
and up to date method will take some 
time and the taxpayers and citizens 
are asked to be patient until the new 
plans can be worked out and put in- 
to successful operation. 
There are 


still some residents who opposed the 
adoption of the new charter who are 
endeavoring to make the new plan a 
failure and there are many obstacles 
to ba overcome by the new city com- 
mission. 


Every citizen should give the city 


commissioners loyal support and work 
with them heartily 1:1 their efforts 
to make New Smyrna a clean, pro- 
gressive, up to the minute city.

MACHINERY IS NOW SET ON THE 


FOUNDATION AND EXPERT IS 


TO COME SOON TO COMPLETE 


CONNECTIONS. 


There is every prospect -that the 


second unit now being installed at 
the new municipal electric plant will 
be completed and ready for operation, 
by the middle of January, according 
to a statement made by George Mar- 
shall, chairman ot the electric light 
committee of the city council, who 
has been in charge of the erection 
of the plant and installation of the 
machinery. 


The second unit arrived here last 


week and was immediately placed in 
.the building and on the foundation 
foundation 
for the first unit 
was

built. From "the experience gained in 
setting the first unit Mr. Marshall 
and his helpers have been able to set 
the second unit in place and the work 
of grouting it in was completed on 
Wednesday. By doing this work they 
were able to save about ten days 
time in waiting for the expert from, 
the 
Fairbanks, 
Morse 
company's 


plant, and the expert will be here in 
a few days to complete the work of 
setting and connecting the generator 
and exciter. When this work is com- 
pleted and all other connections are 
made the plant will have just double 
the capacity it now has, which will 
be sufficient for the needs of the city 
for some time to come. 


When the necessary changes in the 


switchboard to comply with the speci- 
fications have been made by the Fair- 
banks, Morse company and the plant 
is proven to be in perfect working or- 
der, it will be officially turned over 
to the city, and it is probable a dif- 
ferent schedule of hours for the op- 
eratdon of the plant will then be 
made. Up to this time the city has 
refused to accept even the first unit 
until the switchboard changes have 
been made. 


The installation of the second unit 


will complete the plant as originally 
planned by the city council and it is 
estimated there will be no need for 
further addition to the capacity until 
such time as the railroad company 
completes its contemplated improve- 
ments' and changes here. If the plans 
of the railroad company are carried 
through and a' satisfactory contract 
:-an be made for the use of current 
from the city plant, it is probable it 
will be necessary to install a third 
unit of the combined capacity of the 
two now in the building, in order to 
manufacture a sufficient amount of 
current for the railroad's use.

HOLD FIRST MEETING 


ORGANIZATION OF NEW GOVERN- 


ING BODY OF CITY TO BE FORM- 


ED AT CITY HALL TOMORROW 


NIGHT. 


By a majority of four votes, G. J. 


Ott defeated E. A. Latham for muni- 
cipal judge in the city at the special 
election held Tuesday. 


This was the only office on which 


there was a contest and the interest 
of the election naturally centered in 
this fight. 


There was a light vote cast in the 


special election, and about half of 
these were cast by the women voters. 
Because there was but one set of can- 
didates for the offices of city com- 
missioners many electors did not take 
the trouble to go to the 'polls and 
cast their ballots for these commis- 
sioners. 


The tabulated result of the voting 


is as follows: 
For City Commissioners— 


P. L. Gaddis, 288. 
?. L. Moore, 237. 
H. A. Paxton, 229. 


For Municipal Judge— 


E. A. Latham, 156. 
•G. J. Ott, 160. 
3y the provisions of the new charter 


"Jlr. Gaddis is electied for the three- 
years term, Mr. Moore for the two- 
years term and Mr. Paxton for the 
one-year term. The municipal judge 
is elected for two years. 


The new charter and plan of city 


government 
becomes 
operative to- 


morrow, the first day pf the new year, 
and the first meeting of the new city 
commission will be held in the city 
council chamber at 8 o'clock tomor- 
row night. At that time the com- 
mission will be organized by electing 
one of the commissioners as mayor 
and taking such other step for organi- 
zation as are necessary. 


It is probable that the new city com- 


mission will take immediate steps 
toward hiring a capable city manager, 
but it will likely be some time before 
-a definite selection is made, and in 
the meantime it is probable all of- 
ficers, except members of the city 
council and board of public works, 
and all employes of the city will con- 
tinue in their positions until the* city 
manager gets on the job and has time 
to get his forces organized. 


The members of the new city com- 


mission are all men who favored and 
-worked for the adoption of the new 
charter and who will give- their best 
•endeavor to make the new plan of city 
government a real success. They are 
confident the new plan will work to 
the best interests of the city and tax- 
payers and that once the city affairs 
can be arranged and handled in the 
same way as the business affairs of 
any large corporation, the whole plan 
of city government will be brought 
closer home to each taxpayer and 
that each individual will feel a keener 
interest in municipal affairs. 


However} the process of changing 


from the old, cumbersome way of con- 
ducting the city's business to the new 
and up to date method will take some 
time and thje taxpayers and citizens 
are asked to be patient until the new 
plans can be worked out and put in- 
to successful operation. 
There are 


still some residents who opposed the 
adoption of the new charter who are 
endeavoring to make the new plan a 
failure and there are many obstacles 
to be overcome by the new city com- 
mission. 


Every citizen should give the city 


t'ommissioners loyal support and work 
with them heartily 1:1 their efforts 
to make New Smyrna a clean, pro- 
gressive. n|) to the minute city.

SECOND UNIT TO BE 


IN OPERATION SOON 


MACHINERY IS NOW SET ON THE 


FOUNDATION AND EXPERT IS 


TO COME SOON TO COMPLETE 


CONNECTIONS. 


There is every prospect -that the 


second unit now being installed at 
the new municipal electric plant will 
be completed and ready for operation, 
by the middle of January', according 
to a statement made by George Mar- 
shall, chairman ot the electric light 
committee of the city council, who 
has been in charge of the erection 
of the plant and installation of tha 
machinery. 


The second unit arrived here last 


B'eek and was immediately placed in 
the building and on the foundation 
foundation for the first unit 
was 


foundation 
for 
the first uni was 


built. From "the experience gained in 
setting the first unit Mr. Marshall 
and his helpers have been able to set 
the second unit in place and the work 
of grouting it in was completed oa 
Wednesday. By doing this work they 
were able to save about ten days 
time in waiting for the expert from 
the 
Fairbanks, 
Morse 
company's 


plant, and the expert will be here in 
i few days to complete the work of 
letting and connecting the generator 
and exciter. When this work is com- 
pleted and all other connections are 
made the plant will have just double 
the capacity it now has, which will 
be sufficient for the needs of the city 
'or some time to come. 


When the necessary changes in the 


switchboard to comply with the speci- 
fications have been made by the Fair- 
banks, Morse company and the plant 
is proven to be in perfect working or- 
der, it will be officially turned over 
to the city, and it is probable a dif- 
ferent schedule of hours for the op- 
eration of the plant will then be 
made. Up to this time the city has 
refused to accept even the first unit 
until the switchboard changes have 
been made. 


The installation of the second unit 


will complete the plant as originally 
planned by the city council and it is 
estimated there will be no need for 
further addition to the capacity until 
such time as the railroad company 
completes its contemplated improve- 
ments' and changes here. If the plans 
of the railroad company are carried 
through and a' satisfactory contract 
•an be made for the use of current 
from the city plant, it is probable it 
will be necessary to install a third 
unit of the combined capacity of the 
two now in the building, in order to 
manufacture a sufficient amount of 
current for the railroad's use.

"GHOST" IN NO MAN'S" LAND 


Oentwni Thought They Were LI«Un- 


Ing to Unearthly Visitor, but It 


Was Clever Propaganda. 


The only direct propaganda raid for 


which the American army had oppor- 
tunity 
before 
the armistice was 


planned and carried ont on the Mete 
front by Capt. H. B. Osann, an officer 
of Belgian descent who w«us familiar 
with the German army, says Mr. He- 
ber Blaokenhorn in Harper's Maga- 
zine. 


"This Is my funeral," Capt. Osann 


said when lie explained his scheme. 
"All I want is 40,000 leaflets. That 
division is full of Alsace-Lorratners, 
and I know the names of scores of 
men in it. We'll drop special leaflets 
on them for a few days, and after 
they have soaked in I'll take a patrol 
some night and go up to their wire j __ 
and call, 'Don't shoot! I'm not going ! j 
to shoot. Is Fritz Schneider there? I! S 
want to talk to him. Where is Willy j 
Liebmann?'" 
,

"You'll get a prompt answer from j 


machine guns." I observed. 


"Oh, yes. but only a burst or two," 


Osann said. "They'll miss, and there'll j 
be a pause, and I'll call more names. 
If I get somebody out there to argue j 
with, I'll send him back to bring his 
whole battalion over." 
- We showered them with Osann's 
leaflets in French and German, ad- 
dressed to Als.'ire-Lorrainers—simple 
statements of what the victory of one 
side or the other would mean to them. 
Then on a quiet night Osann and a j 
patrol of 12 stole along the railway 
that ran into the enemy's lines before- 
Dampvitoux. Alone, he made his way 1 
within 30 yards of an observation post I 
on the edge of a wired woods and 
boldly set up his call. There was not 
even a shot. 
Aften ten minutes he 


began again, "Men of the Sixty-First 
regiment, listen!'' Then the patrol be- 
hind him began to bear voices; in the 
Boche trench a guttural hut earnest 
discussion was going on. 


Again Osann shouted names 
he i 


knew; in the silence the whole patrol j 
could hear the footsteps of a man 
walking along the railway track to- 
ward Osann, but he ran back and 
Osann had to come away. 


A few days later we took prisoners 


on that front, and every man had 
copies of the Alsace-Lorraine leaflet 
In his pockets. 
When we asked if 


they had noticed anytliing recently In 
No Man's land at night, they an- 
swered, "You mean the ghost?" A 
ghost, they said, had been heard call- 
Ing soldiers by name. Their officers 
had made a report of the ghost to the 
Kommando. 


For all I know the command may 


have issued orders about it: "In fu- 
ture ghosts will be met with five 
rounds of M. G. fire; angel with ten."

At first the en- 
tire building was used as a cafeteria, 
but when the most of the divisions 
had gone home and the A. E. V. be-1 
came the A. F. G.. half of the build-1 
ing was converted into a wet canteen ! 
for tlie service of light lunches, ice! 


cream, etc., and the other side was i 
still used as the cafeteria. 


November ~>, last year, a heavy Know

The weight of snow on the- 
reof was so great that the main pil- 
lars buckled and distorted the floor to! 
such an extent that the authorities i
